.about 36 miles north west ef St.

People cross the river on 
steamboat at this place. With 
all the roughness and wicked- 
ness of this village, jet God has 
a people here. The merting 
commenced on the first day ot 
May, at 8 p. m., with a good, 
attentive congregation. Every 
evening at 7} p. m., the house 
became filled and one half hour 
was spent in singing and prayer. 
Lydia Richerson took charge of 
the singing. At 8 o'clock preach- 
ing commenced. By this time, 
the crowd became so great that 
a good many would go home for 
want of room. On Sunday I 
spoke in the grove, one half mile 
south eaBt of the village, on the 
river bottom. On . Wednesday, 
I baptized two. The Disciple 
preacher living in the village was 
present. He had been attending 
some of the meetings during the 
previous week, and requested 
me to hold some meetings in 
their meeting bouse. That even- 
ing at 8 p. m., I announced that 
I would preach in the Disciple 
meeting house in the village. 
I then asked the preacher if it 
was all right. He said it was, 
but before we left Mr. Willie's 
house, Mr. preacher sent me 
word that I would have to ask 
another man, Mr. Springer, lor 
the house. Bro. Richerson wait- 
ed on him. Springer said very 
reluctantly, 'since it is given out, 
I guess you can have the house 
one night; I want to see what 
kind of doctrine he preaches 
anyhow.' I said, we don't want 
your house. Therefore we con- 
tinned our meeting at Bro, C. 
Hays. The whole secret of the 
house question is this: They did 
not want to let ne have their 
meeting house, from the fact that 
two or three of their members 
bad made application lor bap- 
tism already, and Mr. Preacher, 
at the water, said to one of them, 
'what do yon want to be dipped 
three times for, is not the Chris 
tian chnroh good enough ?' etc.

'One is 
your Muter even Christ ; aud 
all ye are brethren.' 'Brethren 
pray far us.' There is no reason 
why we ebonld cease to be Breth- 
ren simply becauee others as- 
sume our name. We are neither 
U. B's., G. B.B's., R. B's., O. O. 
B's. nor P. B's bnt supply Breth 
ren. We have a Scriptural right 
to the name and could not be dis- 
loyal to human mandates if we 
would change it. *

church, I am myself at a loss 
to know whether it was an Old 
German Baptist, or a German 
Baptist meeting. 

I suppose ot course we have 
some readers who would rather 
be allowed to guess at distinc- 
tions of this kind rather than 
have the name German Baptist 
alluded to, but I believe the 
majority of our readers are not 
overly squemish and will prefer 
to have things named under- 
are they 


averse to hearing some items of 
news from other branches of the 
Dunkard church. For instance, 
many of our readers wonld be 
interested in knowing- that the 
German Baptist District Meeting 
of northern 111., rejected a prop- 
osition to change the name of 
that church to Brethren (or Ger- 
man Baptist) and that they bad 
up lor serious consideration, 
the question of Dehorning Cat- 
tle ; but from the fact that the 
question was disposed of withont 
being sent to their Annual Meet- 
ing, it is to be presumed that it 
was not considered of sufficient 
theological importance to be oo me 
a subject lor general legislation. 

Now in giving items like the 
above always be sure to tell it 
iu such a way that it it im- 
possible to misunderstand what 
church is meant. 

The writer of Editorial Notes 
tells us that Eld. D. N. Work- 
man is having trouble in his 
church near Ashland, but never 
tells who D. N. Workman is or 
to what church he belongs nor 
what the trouble is about; this is 
too indefinite. It seems others 
are inclined toward making the 
same mistakes.
